That's equivalent to 
20 book-sized novels. 


It is also estimated that 
I the newsprint web needed to 


print this 270-pager will reach 
from Dixon to somewhere 
near Jackson, Miss., or Tor- 
onto, Canada. 


Cost of the newsprint alone 


—for one newspaper—will be 
about 30 cents. 
Mailing 


charges to the farthest zones 
—at the scaled-down news- 
paper rate—will approximate 
• 35 cents!

will require many hours. Almost 
two-thirds of the publication now 
is ready for the presses.

Get Full Report 


Washington has had reports on 


how the Soviets treat their own 
farmers and farmers in the middle 
European satellite nations. 
But 


those reports were always sneaked 
out by refugees Never before has 
a U S. government official had 
the chance to walk into former 
Communist territory and actually 
talk to the men who had tried 
to till the land under the Red 
flag. 


Kinney found that 
the 
Reds 


made a burned gesture m 1945 to 
toirry political favor with the 
^ibrth 
Korean* 
They 
redis- 


tributed the land—took it from 
absentee landlords and gave it to 
tenants—m 25 days 


Gave "Use" Right* 


That lasted until 1948. when the 


Reds suddenly redistributed 
the 


land again, giving all the beat to 
Communist party favorites. 
It 


•eemed the Communists had only 
given farmers "use rights" rather 
than title to the land. When they 
dxnted to throw a farmer off his 
land thev simply took away his 
"use rights " 


Kinney says the farmers realized 


that 
the 
system 
made them 


"merely tenants of the state and 
reduced them to the status of 
ilaves." 


In 1947 the Communists decreed 


ft "production 
tax 
in mind" 


Farmers were forced to turn in 27 
per cent of their rice and 23 per 
cent of their other crops 
The 


farmer* thought this was hi£h 
enough, but they found in some 
cases they actually had to pay the 
new Red government as much as 
50 per cent of what they produced. 


How It Worked 


The percentage tax 
was not 


levied on what they actually pro- 
duced but on what their Red 
masters thought they ought to 
produce. 


The North Korean farmers were 


astounded to learn of the land 
reform program which had been 
put into effect in South Korea 
under the American occupation 
and the Republic of South Korea. 


In South Korea farmers were 


given the chance to get title to 
their land in five years in return 
for a third of their major crop for 
five years. 


Under that program 60 per cent 


of the South Korean farmers had 
gained free title to their land, 
Kinney leports, and 40 per cent 
were on the road when the Com- 
munist invasion 
disrupted 
the 


program.

Weakens Moral Code 


Americana are accustomed to tucking their criminal 


elements into nice, neat compartments, serene in the ele- 
ments that however bad they might be they don't contami- 
nate the rest of life. 
That serenity ought to be disturbed, however, by facts 


now accumulating aa result of the Kefauver crime inquiry 
and other investigations. 


The evidence is unmistakable that many underworld 


leaders in many parts of the United States have heavily in- 
vaded legitimate business. 
Frank Costello, alleged by senate investigators to be un- 


derworld king, gave the Kefauver committee some notion 
of his legitimate investments. He put $40,000 into a tele- 
vision concern, $41,000 into an oil company, thousands into 
real estate properties in New York and elsewhere, and still 
other funds into a firm making an item supposed to cook 
a chicken by "infra-red rays." 


Other testimony suggests that mobsters have been pour- 


ing millions into hotels, liquor firms, automobile and steel- 
making companies, food and beverage manufacture, truck- 
ing, laundries, dressmaking. 


A steel official in Detroit told the Kefauver committee tl 


gangster helped out his firm with a $100,000 investment at 
a time when the company needed funds to acquire properties 
of another concern. 


Anthony D'Anna, alleged by the committee to be Detroit 


head of Mafia, the Italian terrorist ring, is described as hold- 
ing a half interest in the motor carrier which hauls aU Ford 
cars from Ford plants in the area. He's also listed as director 
of a bank. 


But why multiply the illustrations ? They are more than 


ample to shock us into realizing that in many parts of the 
U. S. economy the line between legitimacy and illegitimacy 
is almost rubbed out. 


The mobsters' purpose is clear. First, it gives a cloak of 


honesty to all their nefarious underworld enterprises. When 
questioned, they present their legitimate front, protesting 
heatedly that they are honest businessmen. 


Secondly, it provides a lucrative investment outlet for 


'the millions they make in gambling, vice racketeering and 
such. 


All this makes them richer and muddies the waters so 


thoroughly that it is hard for the law ever to nail them.

How can we halt this vicious invasion of legitimate en- 


terprise? Obviously, the honest managers of honest busi- 
ness owe it to themselves and the public to be eternally vigi- 
lant. They need to ask searching questions of any big in- 
vestor. The prime one: "Where did the money come from ?" 


Laxity in this field is no more admirable in the business 


community than in the headquarters of the RFC or among 
college basketball players. The moral code exempts no one. 
It'd be silly to believe, though, that business firms could 


maintain a foolproof check on the origins of investment 
money in both large and small chunks. The real answer is 
to cut off this legitimate flow at its source, to throttle the 
huge underworld operations that produce it.

Laws, new or old, can't do the whole job. The people who 


patronize the mobsters' enterprises must bear a good share 
of responsibility. So long as billions are paid out in tribute, 
the gangsters will flourish and have the money to worm into 
honest activity.

Jacoby on Canasta 


Play for All in Tournament 


By OSWALD JACOBY

Our discussion of Canasta tour- 


naments earlier this week re- 
minds me that several readers 
have asked, from time to time, 
what style of play is best for a 
tournament player to adopt. The 
general answer is: Play for all or 
nothing. 


In most tournaments there's no 


iflory in coming in second or third. 
You might just as well wind up at 
the bottom of the heap if you can't 
take the first prize. 
Therefore, 


there is no point at all in playing 
safe. 


In a large tournament, some pair 


is bound to have a lucky streak. 
If there are five or six rounds, 
some pair is going to average 
about 2000 points per round. It 
won't do you much good to beat 
your opponents by a few hundred 
points. 


For the purpose of winning the 


tournament, that small victory is 
just the same as getting beaten. 
At best, you can stand on such 
round if you have very big scores 
on all the other rounds; but you 
cannot hope to be a contender for 
first prize if you have two small 
victories. 


The surest way to run up a big 


score is to fight desperately for 
the discard pile. If you get the 
pile, you will get the score; if you 
lose the pile, the opponents will 
get the big score. It's a free-swing- 
ing type of game that is not suited 
to everybody's temperament, but 
it's the only possible 
winning 


style. 


Therefore, discard dangerously 


or trickily on hands that have pos- 
sibilities. With a poor hand, dis- 
card ultra-safely in the hope that 
your partner can save the day. 
Freeze the 
pile, discard your 


deuces into it. Do anything—but 
don't sit tight. 


That, at any rate, must be your 


style during the early rounds of 
the tournament. Toward the end 
of the evening, you may change. 


For example, suppose you have 


had five very big scores and 
that you are now playing the final 
round. You might be able to stand 
a small loss and still win the tour- 
nament. Don't risk a really" big 
loss in this situation. 


To take another case, suppose 


you have had three really bad 


rounds. You are now out of th» 
running. »Don't go hog-wild th« 
rest of~the evening. Play a normal 
game and nake your opponent* 
earn their points. 
^ 


In a tournament that lasts more 


than one evening, the factor of 
luck becomes less important- You 
can afford to play your normal 
game and hope that skill will win 
for you.

When we seek the answers to our children's misbehavior problems 


from our neighbors, relatives and friends, we're wasting their time

Ing to be found, not in other people's advice, but in us—in our secret 
fears that we are incompetent and unworthy of love and respect 


Mary's mother, shaken and distressed after her little daughter's 


nightly bedtime scene, might begin solving the problem by first giv- 
ing herself time to recover some calm. 


Then she might start to think like this: "That was a tantrum. 


Why does it frighten me so? Why should kicks and screams disturb 
me? Perhaps they are not what disturb me. When I tell Mary to go 
to bed, I am taking authority. I am making a decision. Could it be 
that making decisions upsets me? 
Why should making decisions 


frighten me? Don't I trust myself to make good ones?" 


When Mary's mother has reached this point in her self-investi- 


gation, she might put down her darning and ask herself the really big 
question: "Who or what has made me feel incompetent to make good 
decisions for my child?" 
DOING YOUR OWN* HOMEWORK 


Jimmy's mother might take a little holiday from reproaching Jim 


tor his impudence and think over thoughts like these: "This is imperti- 
nence I am receiving. Why does my child give it to me? Is there 
something about me that suggest that I am willing to accept indignity ? 
Maybe. What could it be? Who or what has made me believe that I 
am not entitled to courtesy and consideration?" 


That last one is her biggest question. 
There is the answer for Fred's mother too, if she really wants to 


Had it. She might say to herself: "So its' another he. He did break 
my dish. He tells me he didn't break it because the truth would 
show him up as careless. What have I done that has made my little 
boy feel that he cannot confide a carelessness to me? Am I ever 
careless, weak and frightened? Of course I am. Then why do I pre- 
tend that I am above carelessness, weakness and fear? Am I trying 
to prove I'm different from the rest of the human race? Who and 
what has made me feel I have to prove such a thing?" 


When we begin to' figure the answers to questions like these, 


we'll be too busy to ask other people to do our homework for us. If 
we keep on trying to find those answers, we'll get them for ourselves 
like mature parents.

The Office of Price Stabilization 


(OPS) 
announced three regula- 


tions last night, putting about 60 
per cent of all foods under fixed 
"markup" percentages which the 
agency said are those m effect be- 
fore 
the Korean outbreak. A 


grocer adds the "markup" percent- 
age to his cost in order to deter- 
mine his ceiling price. 


Here is what the new system 


means to the country: 


First, it means a great many up 


and down movements in 
food 


prices, depending on the store, the 
locality, and kind of food. Price 
Director Michael V. DiSalle said 
"we are sure that there will be 
more decreases than increases." 
That was cheerful news for the 
housewife, but DiSalle added that 
"a large part" of the net reduction 
in prices may be cancelled out if 
farm prices continue to move up 


Must Be Allowed to Rise 


Under present law, the whole- 


sale and retail prices of most food 
products must be allowed to rise 
when necessary to reflect higher 
farm prices. DiSalle, facing re- 
porters at a news conference, was 
asked whether he intends to rec- 
ommend a change in the law to 
permit tighter food controls, and 
he replied, "we're not ready to an- 
swer that." 


Second, the new system means 


that DiSalle's OPS now has paved 
the way for definite dollars-and- 
cents ceiling prices, figured by the 
district OPS offices and posted on 
big charts in the stores. 


OPS officials said this was "the 


single most important aspect" of 
last night's action. 


In Six Months 


They said this system of "com- 


munity pricing" may be reached in 
about six months. They said they'd 
like to order it immediately, be' 
cause it is the most effective and 
enforceable system of price con 
trols. But they said food prices, in 
reflecting fluctuations in farm 
prices, will keep going up an 
down so rapidly for a while tha 
the posted ceilings might be ou 


be printed and tacked to the wall. 


Meantime, officials said the new 
markup" or "margin" regula- 
tions will keep food prices under 
ffective controls for the next few 
months—except for changes re- 
lecting farm pnce fluctuations. 


The OPS is following the same 


pattern that the wartime OPA 
followed—margin controls 
ana 


.hen community prices—but the 
OPS, profiting by OPA experience, 
s considerably ahead of the OPA 
n its timetable. 


April 30 Deadline 


April 30 is the deadline for 


grocers to complete their change- 
over. Any time after April 5, how- 
ever, a grocer may put each new 
ceiling price into effect as soon as 
he has computed it. After April 
30, each retail grocer must re-ng- 
ure his ceiling prices every Mon- 
day—that is on any items for 
which he had different cost from 
;he cost on which his existing 
ceiling was figured. 


Under a previous regulation, 


April 30 is also the deadline for 
retailers of clothing and house 
furnishings to change to a 
system of margin controls, 
main difference is that those re- 
tailers must figure their own 
markup percentages by preparing 
"pricing 
charts," 
whereas 
the 


grocers have their 
percentages 


fixed by the government on 38 
different food categories. 


These Are Covered 


The three regulations cover can- 


ned goods, baby foods, flour, co- 
coa, coffee, tea, breakfast cereals, 
shortening, frozen fruits and vege- 
tables, -ayonnaise, rice, marga- 
rine, dog and cat foods, crackers, 
jams and jellies, syrups^ and many 
other items. 


They do not cover fresh meats, 


fresh 
fruits, 
fresh 
vegetables, 


sugar, milk, bread, ice cream, 
candy, soft drinks, or alcoholic 
beverages. 


Many of these things—meats 


for example—will be covered by 
regulations of their own. 


The OPS estimated the number 


of retail food stores at 560,000 and 
the number of wholesalers at 10,-

The proposed crime investigating 


committee would get $50,000 to 
make an 18 month probe. Its find- 
ings and recommendations would 
be laid before the 1953 legislature. 


The 10 member legislative corfr- 


mittee would have power to sub- 
poena witnesses and compel pro- 
duction of books and records.

"That raises the question of what 
he gets at Nebraska.' 


Reynolds Denies All 


In rebuttal, Reynolds said "I 


came to Nebraska because I want- 
ed to. I never heard about any 
$10,000 or any Cadillac.'' 


George (Potsyl Clark, Nebraska 


athletic director, said Reynolds 
gets a Big Seven conference ap- 
proved t u i t i o n g r a n t-in-aid 
amounting to $160 this year. 


Clark added that Allen's com- 


ment, made at a luncheon given by 
the New York Herald Tribune for 
its East-West All Star Fresh Air 
Fund basketball game, "sounds 
like Phog Allen's annual speech 
to get himself quoted in the news- 
papers." 


Allen will coach the West team 


that meets the Eastern squad 
coached by Clair Bee of Long 


Island university. The game will be 
played at Madison Square Garden 
Saturday night. 


It's Uk« Prohibition 


"College presidents must sur- 


render the power they now have 
but which they have done little 
with," Allen said. ". . . not one 
school is observing conference laws 
now. It's gotten to be like prohi- 
bition. 


"The Midwest." he said, "hasn't 


got the mess you have in New 
York. You will uncover some in 
Los Angeles. That's a cesspool out 
there." 


Allen was referring to the New 


York basketball scandal, and said 
"we coaches will have to accept 
the fundamental responsibility for 
these boys because we went out 
and got them-." 


In Los Angeles, athletic director 


Willis O. Hunter of the University 
of Southern California, said of 
Allen's remarks on the "cesspool": 


Remark Termed Stupid 


"This is just another recurrence 


of Mr. Allen's expression of his 
philosophy. Los Angeles a cess- 
pool? What can you say about a 
stupid remark like that?" 


Hunter admitted it would be fine 


to have a national commissioner, 
but declared: 


"First, the commissioner must 


have some code of regulations or 
rules to enforce. Unfortunately, 
the colleges were unable to agree 
on what was called the sanity 
code, so until such a code is in 
operation, there wouldn't be much 
use for a commissioner."

to plunk out a record $23.9 billion 
this year for new plants and equip- 
ment? 


One school of thought says that 


by doing so industrialists will be 
taking the best, almost the only, 
way to beat inflation. Prices can 
be held down by producing more 
goods and licking scarcities before 
they develop. This view holds that 
civilian demand will expand enough 


to take up any slack when re- 
armament needs a smaller part of 
the national output. 


May Be Optimistic 


Another school holds that many 


businessmen may be far too opti- 
mistic in their estimates of future 
markets for their goods. Expan- 
sion plans may be basod on con- 
fusing a spurt of scare buying by 
the public for a lasting demand.

plants and equipment. And the 
government may try to put the 
brakes on such construction out- 
lays, both to save scarce materials 
and to curb inflationary trends. 


Estimates Climb 


The department of commerce 


and the securities and exchange 
commission report that business- 
men's estimates 
of how much 


they'll spend this year on expan- 
sion have grown nine per cent 
since December. They may grow 
still more as new capacity needs 
become apparent. 


As of now, businessmen plan to 


spend $239 billion, 29 per cent 
more than last year, and 24 per 
cent more than the previous rec- 
ord year of 1948. By comparison, 
such expenditures came to only 
$8.2 billion in 1941.

Wages Beginning on April 1 


Benefits paid under the Illinois 


Unemployment Compensation act 
for weeks of employment starting 
on or after April 1, 1951, will be 
based on wages received for in- 
sured work during the calendar 
year 1950, Manager Tillie Kalen of 
the unemployment compensation 
office at 112 West 2nd street. Rock 
Falls, reminded workers of this 
area today. 


"Under terms of the law, the 


event of a new benefit year on 
April 1 involves an automatic 
shifting of the base period from 
the calendar year 1949, to 1950," 
Manager Kalen explained. "That 
means that benefits for the next 
12 months beginning with April 1, 
will be paid on the basis of work- 
ers' 1950 insured wages. Neither 
earnings received during 1949, nor 
unclaimed or uncollected benefits 
on such wages will enter into the 
determination of eligibility or the 
amount of benefits payable to a 
worker for unemployment after 
the April 1 date." 


'To qualify for job insurance 


payments after April 1," she point- 
ed out, "the worker must have 
been paid earnings of at least $300 
for insured work during the calen- 
dar year of 1950. Insured work, 


generally, means employment In 
commerce and industry for em- 
ployers who made payroll contri- 
butions to the Illinois Unemploy- 
ment trust fund and who usually 
engage six or more workers."

SUCCULENT PORK ROAST Is center of an appealing menu.

For "company"' dinner select a 


suculent pork roast. Fresh pork is 
in good supply, and a roast beauti- 
fully browned, makes a wonderful 
gala dish. 


How does this menu appeal to 


you? Sparkling cranberry juice or 
well chilled tomato juice comes 
first. With the roast served baked 
sweet potatoes, Frenched green 
beans or asparagus with butter- 
browned slivered almonds, then a 
grapefruit and orange salad. For 
dessert, serve a frosted white cake 
with a delicately tinted coconut. 


Beth Bailey McLean, director of 


Home Economics, Swift & Co., 
planned the menu and gives these 
instructions for roasting the pork. 


For ease in carving the rib or 


loin roast of pork, have the meat 
dealer saw the backbone free from 
the ribs. In self service counters 


this will be done before the meat 
is wrapped. The backbone is left 
in place to act as a rack to hold 
the meat off the pan during the 
cooking, but is removed before^ 
the meat is brought to the taDle ™ 
for carving. 


Place the roast, fat side up and 


resting on the sawed-off back- 
bone, in a low roasting pan in a 
325 deg. F. oven. For a well brown- 
ed, tempting coating on the roast, 
spread a mixture of brown sugar, 
mustard and vinegar on the fat. 
This will melt and run down over 
the surface and produce a beauti- 
fully browned appearance at the 
end of the cooking time.

Plan to roast the meat 35 to 45 


minutes per pound or until a roast 
meat thermometer, inserted in the 
thickest portion of the meat, regis- 
ters 185 Deg. F., indicating that 
the meat is thoroughly cooked.

WASHINGTON, (AP — When

STILLWATER, Okla., (NBA) — 


An 
engineering wizard 
named 


"Cyclone Jones" is trying to bank- 
rupt nature's cyclone 
business, 


which some years takes as much 
as $350 million in property losses 
and 7,000 lives in the south and 
southwest. 


Herbert L. (Cyclone) Jones is 


professor of electrical engineering 
at Oklahoma A & M College in 
Stillwater, where he has set up the 
only college detection laboratory 
in the nation to trace cyclonic ori- 
gins. 


With it, he hopes to be able some 


day to speed warnings to commu- 
nities in the path of the destruc- 
tive winds. 


Jones spots the gathering cloud 


funnels 
by means 
of 
'Sferics, 


which he describes as "the static 
or kerthumping noise heard on the 
radio" when there's lightning in 
the vicinity. 
* 
* * 


His detectives are three screens, 


which look like small television 
sets or radar scopes. With these, 
he watches for wind columns and 
funnel-shaped clouds within a 200- 
mile radius. 


But as Cyclone Jones' research 


develops, the radius will grow 
much broader. A series of such 
stations could serve as a cyclone- 
spotting network for a wide area, 
and save lives and property by 
giving people in the path of a 
twister time to prepare for it. 


An intense, moustached profes- 


sor who chews up dozens of black 
cigars while he works, Jones at- 
tacks cyclones with a scientific 
background that includes kinetics, 
electronics, mechanics, radio engi- 
neering, the theory of alternating 
currents, physics and meterology, 
all of which he has studied or 
taught since he graduated from 
the University of Oregon in 1926. 


He first tangled with cyclones 


in 1946, when he-was driving to 
Oklahoma to take his present job. 
He was caught in the marginal 
gales of a cyclone, and as his car 
was being sanded down by nature, 
decided what his future research 
project would be. 


Hurricane detection methods de- 


veloped at the University of Flori- 
da and thunderstorm study at the 
New Mexico School of Mines gave 
him- a starting point. 


But he has to work fast with 


his three electronic "eyes" because 
cyclones have a way of sneaking 
up on people.
